The jury in the Tom B urnett case, 
tried in district court last week, re­ 
turned a verdict of not guilty Friday 
morning at eight-thirty o’clock, after 
being out all night. 
It is said that 
a verdict had been reached during 
deliberations in the night, but the 
jurymen decided to wait until the 
court convened on Friday morning. 
Very few people were in the room 
at the time. 
Judge McKinsey, before 
reading the verdict, warned those in 
the room against any demonstration, 
and none was made when the find­ 
ings of the jury were announced by 
the 
court. 
The 
companion 
case, 
against Mr. Burnett for killing Tom 
Steele, following the verdict of the 
jury in the A rthur Steele case, was 
submitted by the court. 
Judge Mc­ 
Kinsey stated to the jurymen that 
an agreement between counsel for 
the state and defense had been made 
on this proceeding and the case was 
given the jury upon the same issues 
and evidence as the A rthur Steele 
trial. 
The jury retired to the ante 
room in the rear of the district court 
room, returning a verdict of not 
guilty in a short time. 
When Mr. Burnett left the court 
room a number of people congratu­ 
lated him. 
After spending a few 
hours in tile city, he, with his wife 
and children, left for his home in 
I aradise. 
The Burnett case attracted crowd­ 
ed houses daily throughout the trial, 
hundreds of citizens of the Paradise 
community attending the sessions of 
the court. 
Sentiment throughout the 
section in which the Burnetts live, 
and in Decatur, was strong in favor 
of the defendant, and the findings of 
the jury were expected.

nett’s store in Paradise. 
The boy 
asked the grand jury to protect him 
from his brothers after he made the 
confession, according to testimony of 
several grand jurors. 
When Tom Steele was arrested by 
Sheriff W orkm an’s department and 
brought here from Oklahoma, Bur­ 
nett cam e to Decatur and appeared 
before Judge McKinsey with the re ­ 
quest that Steele be kept in prison. 
Burnett stated to the Judge that he 
feared for his life if Steele were lib­ 
erated on bond. 
Judge McKinsey 
told Burnett that the case was a 
bailable one, and if the bond were 
made he would be compelled to turn 
Steele out. 
The court had not other 
course to pursue. 
Immediately after 
his release from prison, Steele went 
to Paradise.

Soon there will not be much left 
to be puzzled about, at the rate the 
general1 public is being let into the 
secrets of things, and now along 
comes the American Bankers’ Asso­ 
ciation with a plan for taking the 
mystery out of banking. 
Thru its 
committee on public education it is 
giving a series of lectures in the 
schools thruout the country and pub­ 
lishing a series of articles explaining 
just how and why banks work. 
The 
first of these, which make mighty 
interesting reading, says: 
The bank plays such an essential 
part in the life of every community 
that everyone ought to have a clear 
conception of what it is and why it 
goes hand in hand with human prog­ 
ress. 
One of our large city bankers, 
whose boyhood nad been spent in a 
small town, was recently telling some 
friends about his early ideas concern­ 
ing banks. 
To his youthful mind the 1 
town bank was merely a larger model 
of tho sn ail dime bank he kept at 
home. 
I * believed that the larger 
bank wa: just a good, safe strong 
box iii which people could dopes.t 
their money. 
Each day the boy saw 
people leave their money in care of 
the bank, the duty of which he sup­ 
posed to be the protection of the 
money until it was again needed, 
when the depositors could draw it 
out. 
Very soon certain thing began to 
puzzle this small boy, for he knew 
that the officers and clerks of the 
bank were drawing salaries. 
One 
day he asked his father some ques­ 
tions about the bank. The boy’s first 
question was : 
“Father, if a man 
takes a hundred dollars to the bank 
today, can he go to the bank tom or­ 
row and draw it all out again?” 
‘Every cent of it,” said the father 
‘Then,” said the lad, “I want to know 
how a bank can make any money for 
itself and pay salaries and the other 
expenses.” 
The 
father 
gave 
the 
following answer: 
“When our bank was organized, 1 
the gentleman chosen as president, 
because he was one of our leading 
business men, asked me to buy some 
shares of stock at one hundred dollars 
each. 
I had hoped for a long time 
that a bank would be organized in ! 
our town. 
For years the men who 
were operating the iron mills had to ! 
send to a neighboring city for money j 
to pay their employes. 
Our mer- I 
chants had always had difficulty in j 
taking care of the m o n e y received in j 
their business, and there had be* n no j 
place for the People’s money. 
I wa 
glad to buy some of the shar* s. 
In 
a short time, t lie president toll! rn* : 
that fifty thousand dollars had lie- n 
paid in by different people ol th 
town 
buying shares. 
This moo* \ i 
made up what is called the capital 
stock. 
The capital stock, in addition 
to furnishing money wrtli which to 
start a bank also serves as a protec­ 
tion to all those who place their 
money on deposit. 
“The bank opened tor business and 
soon deposits came in from the m er­ 
chants, manufacturing plants, lodges, 
farmers, churches and other organi­ 
zations, 
boroughs 
anet 
town-ships, 
wage earners and women and chil 
dren, until at the end of the first 
month about one hundred thousand 
dollars 
had 
been 
deposited. 
The 
bank then had fifty thousand dollars 
supplied by its stock holders and one 
hundred thousand dollars which be­ 
longed to its depositors, or a total 
of one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars 
The capital stock and the 
deposits are referred to as liabilities 
of a hank. 
“Now listen closely,” continued the 
father. 
“ While it is true that the 
depositors could go to the hank the 
very next day and draw out all they 
had previously put in, experience has 
shown that this is never done by all 
depositors at th* 
ame time. 
There­ 
fore, the bank does not need to keep 
on hand all the money that is brought 
in, but orth enough to pay those who 
may wish to draw out part or all of 
their deposits. 
Since every depositor

There should always be enough 
cash held by the bank to take care 
of the normal amounts of money 
needed by its customers. 
“W hat does the bank do with its 
capital stock and with the balance 
of deposits in excess of the cash held 
as its reserve? 
P art of the money 
from the sale of shares of capital 
stock of course, had to be spent for 
the bank building and its equipment, 
which cost about twenty thousand 
dollars. 
The balance of the capital 
stock would be thirty thousand dol­ 
lars. 
The balance of the deposits in 
excess of the reserve at the end of 
the first month was eighty thousand 
dollars 
This was one hundred and 
ten thousand dollars in all. 
It was 
invested or loaned out at interest to 
business people of good standing who 
promised to repay the money to the 
bank in thirty, sixty or ninety days. 
The interest on these investments and 
loans provides the earnings of the 
bank, out of which salaries and other 
expenses are paid. 
This practice of 
loaning money is called discounting 
or giving credit. 
Credit is what the 
bank deals in. 
Just as the merchant 
buys and sells goods, so the banker 
buys and sells money and credit.

The 192 3 road construction season 
opens with the prospect that there 
will be about the same amount of 
road construction as last year, which 
was a very satisfactory one, according 
to the bureau of public roads, United 
States department of agriculture.

Both France and England are now 
anxious to avoid a rupture over tilt; 
Ruhr situation and Belgium really 
holds the key. 
France now seems 
willing to go part way to end the 
dead-lock, providing England can do 
the bargaining with Germany. 
The 
essence of the plan now under con­ 
sideration is that Germany should 
pay during the next ten to fifteen 
years twenty-six billion gold marks 
to France, five billion to Belgium a 
few billions to other countries and 
annuities to England to enable Eng­ 
land to pay America. 
This makes a compartively small 
sum which Germany might extinguish 
in ten to fifteen years. 
Only after­ 
ward would the financial situation of 
the European countries be reviewed 
for the purpose of ascertaining what 
sums Germany should still pay on 
behalf of European debts to England 
and America.

Finding the right sort of milk cow 
is not so easy and there is where 
mistakes often are made. 
But it 
usually is possible to find somewhere 
in the neighborhood a cow which will 
submit to milking. 
Feed, care and

from pure-bred dairy bulls out of 
such cows ■will develop into better 
dairy cows than those imported from 
the discarded cows of dairy states.
